THE DEADLY BOILER. 


There comes from Pittsburg, ^Pennsyl­ 
vania, a story to the effect that about 
thirty-two years ago, one John Potts, then 
a blacksmith, living ’near Carbondale, in 
that State, adopted a poor girl aud gave 
her an excellent education.

ment for the grave of Mrs. Potts, and 
started with her old friend for her home 
in Pittsburg. Soon after their arrival 
she made Potts a gift of $50,000 in United 
States.’’ 


The Milwaukee Republican of Thurs­ 
day morning presents a large number of 
special reports from the spring aud win­ 
ter wheat growing districts. From the

years, a machinist, wasjso badly injur­ 
ed that he cannot live more than a day 
or so. 
The vicinity of tho explosion repre­ 
sented a scene of the wildest excitement 
immediately after the catastrophe, and it 
was as much as a large force of policemen 
could do to keep the excited crowds from 
swarming over the ruins interfering with 
the workmen in removing the debris. It 
was some time after the explosion that a 
concerted effort was made to clear away 
tho debris and the authorities w ere sharp­ 
ly criticised for their slow movements in 
extricating the wounded and recovering 
the bodies of the dead.

PROHIBITION IN HAINE. 
To the Editor. 
L ew is to n , Maine, April, 1882. 
A friend has sent me a copy of the Ga­ 
zette containing some strictures upon 
the operation of the prohibitory laws of 
Maine, based upon the observations dur­ 
ing a brief visit to the State. Tho same 
paper speaks of danger from small pox 
in Chioago, as follows: “Much depends 
upon where the visiting stranger goes, 
and what ho does.” 
Words could hardly 
give a more exact statement concerning 
the result of a stranger’s observation of 
the working of tho prohibitory law in 
Maine. 
Of course tho enforcement of all laws 
depends very largely upon public senti. 
meut. In most of tho communities iii 
Maine public sentiment upholds tho law 
and its enforcement. In such communi­ 
ties your correspondent would find it 
very difficult, even with a lino from “tho 
best citizen,” to procure liquors of any 
kind,"in many cases for the reason that 
there is none in the place. 
A case in 
point is that of my neighbor, a druggist, 
w ho in a lute visit to a largo village 
wanted a small quantity of spirits for 
medical use. He found that the only 
druggist of the town did not even keep 
the article to fill physicians’ prescrip­ 
tions. 
There are some 
communities 
where, from a supposed advantage to he 
gained, by the introduction of new capi­ 
tal aud new business, successfully op­ 
pose the enforcement of tho law, and 
fancy the commercial importance 
of 
those towns would be increased if the 
law was repealed. 
So it happens that tourists 
who 
corno 
into 
the 
State, 
frequently 
visit only those places in which the sen­ 
timent is lax, aud find evidence, as they 
suppose, for pronouncing the system a 
failure. 
The WTiter endeavors to explain tho 
statistics previously published by you 
showing a decrease in the number of 
arrests, by reference to a period of gen­ 
eral business prostration, which he ar­ 
gues, would lead to drinking habits. Ho 
should bear in mind that Maine is an ag­ 
ricultural and manufacturing State; that 
during tho whole period of depression, 
our manufactories wero prosecuted as 
usual, thus sustaining our agricultural 
interests, so that it may be said that we 
folt little of its acute effects. Certainly 
thero were few people but were fully em­ 
ployed, and none suffered enough to 
lead to habits of intoxication, even if the 
means of indulging such hubit had been 
accessible. 
Tho fact cited of increase in number 
of retail liquor tax-payers has a simple 
explanation. As our druggists were not 
allowed to sell liquor under tho State 
law, few applied for licenses when the 
United States internal revenue laws were 
enacted. The ruling of the commission­ 
er of internal revenue, that the selling of 
any compound containing spirit, which 
would not prove fatal if imbibed, made 
even the vender of spirits of camphor 
liable; aud all our druggists were obliged 
to pay special liquor taxes. Tho collec­ 
tor cf my district informs mo that nearly 
all the tax payers of this class in this dis­ 
trict are druggists, most of whom he is 
confident do not attempt to violate the 
State laws. 
In Portland, besides the notoriously 
lessened number of places where liquors 
can be obtained, a flourishing distillery* 
has been forced to close sinoe the enact­ 
ment of the law. 
Yet it must be ad­ 
mitted that the law is not so well en­ 
forced in that city as we could wish to 
have it. 
It is a matter of interest in this dis­ 
cussion that one of the first steps of the 
State Temperance Society, before the 
enactment of the prohibitory law, was to 
MTocure from each town in tho Sfcato an 
enumeration of the number of places in 
which liquors were publicly sold. It was 
bund that in nearly all, even of the rural 
towns, there were from three to seven 
dealers in liquors. To-day but. very few 
such towns have even a secret rum shop; 
and the same is substantially true of 
most of the cities. 
I well remember in my native village, 
before the law was passed, that in each 
of the two stores the barrels of rum and 
gin stood on tap beside the hogsheads of 
molasses; and one article was sold as 
freely and publicly as the other. 
It 
would surprise even your correspondent 
to look at?that village to-day and note the 
unproved* condition of the people, aud I

It is a quiet neighlHirhood, where 
clahhvn play in front tif little dooryards, 
and «• muon flowers bloom in painted 
wooden I sixes, and it did not disturb our 
thoughts and talk in regard to one who 
lo\od all common things, and sympa­ 
thized with the universal far more than 
with that which is partial and exclusive. 
Doubtless it would lie more than iitting 
that the ashes of the illustrious dead 
should rest beside other great names 
under the arches of Westminster Abbey; 
but, after all, so much of solemn fraud 
is in tile reverence paid to some of these 
names, and so unlike the great human 
heart and tend* *riy sympathetic life of 
George Eliot is the cloistered seclusion 
and exclusion of the great mausoleum of 
England's dead, that it is no matter for 
regilt that her bones did not find their 
way there, but that they lie near those of 
one she loved, on the breezy rise of the 
gentle upland in tile pretty cemetery of 
Highgate. 
Pere la Chaise* is called a 
city of the dead. 
Highgate is only a 
village, the main street, a long avenue, 
lined with trees and graves, to each af 
which latter a little garden is attached, 
which is gay with simple flower*, kept 
with exquisite order and neatness.

A sea voyage is an excellent revelation 
of tho capacity of the stomach. 
Thoro 
is no danger of losing it altogether in 
the process, though you frequently feel 
the fastenings break. A few hours on 
land will bring it to its “ hungry.” 
The first thing a man does when his 
stomach feels bad is to put some medi­ 
cine in it to make it feel worse. 
He is 
looking ahead for tho happy contrast 
when it will possibly feel better. 
Tho more medicine a man puts into 
his stomach the more that organ seems 
to crave, and the more money the patent 
medicine man gets to circulate his ill- 
looking portrait in tho newspaj>er.«. 
Occasionally a stomach is obliged to 
go empty. If those who overfeed them­ 
selves were obliged to fill these empty 
stomachs with the surplus they eat, aud 
don’t need, there would be no starvation 
in these parts.
